“On the night of March 1 to 2, the grave of Charlie Chaplin was 
desecrated and bis coffin taken away,” a police statement said. 

The British star, hailed as the greatest comic genius of the century, 
died at the age of 88, and was buried on December 27 in a cemetery 
. overlooking Lake Geneva near the village where he spent his last 25 


“The grave is empty, the coffin has gone,” said one police official. He 
made it clear that Chaplin's body had disappeared along with the coffin 


The small, square cemetery where Chaplin was buried is surrounded 
by a stone wall, which can be easily scaled. 

It stands at the end of a narrow lane flanked by villas on the edge of the 
village of Corsier-sur-Vevey with a view of Lake Geneva and the Swiss

Carter warns against 
abandonment of 242

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter yesterday warned that ‘the 
abandonment" of UN Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 by any of the par- 
ties in the Middle East “would put us 

back many months or years." 

He told the National Preas Club 
during a question and answer period 
that ‘‘one of the crucial elements of 
any progress in the Middle East is a 
cleaving to the commitment that UN 
(Resolution) 242 ia a basis to con- 
tinued negotiations and a solution." 

The president's pointed reference 
to Resolution 242 was seen as signifi- 
cant in light of the growing friction 
between the U.S. and Israel over the 
interpretation of this resolution, 
adopted in November 1967. The U.S. 
has lately been stressing that the 
resolution calls for Israeli territorial 
withdrawal ‘on all three fronts’ — 
Sinai, Golan and West Bank/Gaza 

Strip — while the Begin Government 

maintains that Israel does not 
necessarily have to withdraw from 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

‘Carter sald that he hopes ‘‘to 
frankly discuss'’ with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin during 
their talks here later this month “my 
previous agreements and dis- 
cussions with President Sadat." 

Carter also said that he hopes to 
encourage direct negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt “and to 
search out some common ground 
based on advice given to me by 
Secretary of State Vance and also by

Dayan claims no decision 
barred Sinai settlement

TEL AVIV. — There was no govern- 
ment decision to bar settlers from 
the farm plot at Kuseima (Moshav 
Kadesh Barnea), about 75 kms. 
southeast of El-Arish, Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan said yester- 
day. The site is between Jebel Hilal 
and Jebel Dalathe in the Sinai. 

Although the settlement had been 
approved by the Rabin and Begin 
governments, military authorities 
on Tuesday night barred settlers 
from the site. 

Dayan told a meeting of Labour 
Party Moshav Movement offictals 
that the time was not proper for 
settling the site despite government 
approval. He said a decision on when 
to settle the site should be made by 
Moshav Movement officials only 
after meeting with Minister of 
Defence Ezer Weizman and Minister 
of Agriculture Ariel Sharon. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
Arik Nehamkin, secretary of the 
Moshav Movement, is scheduled to 
meet with Weizman when the 
Defence’ Minister returns from the 
U.S. Nehamkin is expected to meet 
with Sharon today. 

Nehamkin said his group had no 
intention of going to the site by force 
since thelr movement abides by 
government decisions. 

The reason why the site was not 
settled after it was approved by the 
Rabin government, Nehamkin said, 
ig because water was only recently 
discovered there. It had been agreed 
there would be no settiement in the 
area until water was found there, he 
explained. 

‘Fhe Labour Party claimed yester- 
day that the argument over settle- 
ment in Kadesh Barnea in Sinai “is 
another expression of the cabinet's 
fragmentation and disintegration.” 
In an announcement issued in Tel 
Aviv, the party said that the deepen- 
ing rift among senior cabinet 
ministers endangers the future of the 
new settlements and deteriorates 
Israel's international stature. 
“Every day the question comes up 
again — are Ezer Weizman, Arik 
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Sharon, Moshe Dayan, Haim Landau 
and Yigael Yadin members of the 
same cabinet?" the statement said. 
‘ A spokesman for Sharon told The 
Post that all settlement activities in 
the past and those in the future will 
be according to government 
decisions and the proper timing 
chosen to activate them. The 
spokesman stressed that differences 
of opinion between ministers are 
legitimate and occur.

U.S. seen closer 
to Egypt 


on key issues

The Palestinian formula, the 
application of UN Resolution 242 
to the West Bank, and the 
holding of a referendum there in 
five years time — these are the 
three central issues of dispute 
that are shaping up as the focus 
of the crncial Carter-Begin sum- 
mit in ten days time. On all three 
of them the American position is 
closer to that of Egypt than to 
that of Israel, and Israeli and 
American observers therefore 
predict tough talking at the 
White House, 


The continuation of Israel- 
Egypt negotiations until the 
Washington . summit, despite 
their having reached substantial 
deadlock, was ensured yester- 
day by President Anwar Sadat's 
sending a personal letter to 
Premier Menahem Begin. 
Israeli officials were much 
heartened by this step. They said 
it showed clearly that Egypt 
wanted the talks to go on. 

The Premier did not release the 
content of the lengthy epistle. But it 
was apparent that neither in the 
letter, nor in their comments on 
Israel's latest proposals — both con- 
veyed yesterday by U.S. roving en- 
voy Alfred Atherton — had the Egyp- 
tians shifted significantly towards 
the Israeli formulations on the 
“declaration of principles." 

Since there is no substantial shift 
by Israel either, observers seem 
resigned to the Atherton shuttle pav- 
ing the way for Begin’s Washington 
talks, without actually narrowing 
the disputes that will be discussed at 
those talks. Atherton made 2 point of 
mentioning to the Premier yester- 
day that U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter was keeping closely abreast 
of the detaila of his mission, and of 
the positions taken by the two sides. 

Atherton is to go to Jordan today, 
and will apparently undertake 
another Cairo-Jerusalem shuttle 
next week. 

Sadat himself has reportedly call- 
ed pointedly on the U.S. to take a 
more energetic role in the 
peacemaking process, indicating 
that Egypt would now like to see 
Washington put forward its own 
compromise proposals. According to 
“Al Ahram" Sadat stressed this 
point at his meeting with Atherton on 
‘Wednesday. 

Israeli observers believe, in fact, 
that Egypt's current hardening of 
position on the Palestinian clause in 
the ''declaration of principles” may ~ 
be a tactical move designed to prod 
the U.S. into more insistently urging 
that Israel accept Carter's “Aswan 
formula.” 

Egypt over the past ten days has 
actually backed away from its own . 
earlier endorsement of the ‘Aswan 
formula,'' according to Foreign 
Ministry officials, and is now deman- 
ding gn explicit call for Palestinian 
self-determination in the "declara- 
tion of principles.” 


(President Sadat called publicly 
yesterday for the recognition of the 
Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination. He explained that his 
disapproval of PLO elements fallow- 
ing the Larnaca episode had not 
weakened his charapioning of the 
Palestinian cause.} 

The ‘Aswan formula," enunciated 
by the U.S. President on January 4, 
and approved at the time by Sadat, 
called for recognition of the 
“legitimate rights’’ of the 
Palestinians, for a solution of their 
problem in ‘‘all ita aspects," and for 
their being ‘‘enabled to participate 
in the determination of their own 
future." 

In earlier negotiating rounds, 
through Secretary Cyrus Vance and 
Assistant Secretary Atherton, Israel 
rejected the terms “‘legitimate 
rights" and ‘‘all its aspects"" on the 
grounds that they implied the 
politica) right to independence. 
But it virtually accepted the section 
of the formula referring to the 
Palestinians’ “participation in the 
determination of their own future." 

Egypt's initlal-response was to in- 
sist on the inclusion of the entire 
“Aswan formula,"’ without changes, 
in the “declaration of principles."’ 
Then Israel, as a concession, agreed 
to “the right of the Palestinians to 
participate in the determination of 
their own future." 

Later, the Israeli policymakers 
thought they were witnessing the 
start of a slow but nevertheless 
promising process of compromise. 
Hence their distress recently when 
Egypt toughened its stand, reverting 
to its pre-Aswan insistence on ‘‘self- 
determination.” 

A similar hardening of stance has 
occurred, say Israeli officials, an the 
territorial-242 aspect of the 
“declaration of principles." 

During the short-lived political 
talks fn Jerusalem in January. 
Israeli officials recall, Egypt in- 
dicated that it would make do in the 
“declaration of principles” with an 
ambivalent reference to Resolution 
242. Now, however, Cairo is pressing 
for much tougher wording. 

This, some reason, may also be a 
tactical step designed to draw Jor- 
dan into the talks. The issue has been 
compounded by a burgeoning dis- 
pute between Israel and the U.S. 
over the applicability of 242 to ‘‘all 
fronts."' Israel's position is that the 
withdrawal provision in the resolu- 
tion need not apply on the West 
Bank. 

The dispute surfaced following 
Sadat's visit to Washington last 
month and the publication of a joint 
statement by him and Carter which 
specifically referred to the need to 
apply 242 ‘to all fronts." Begin told 
the. U.S, expressly that Israel could 
not agree to this. 

Some Israeli sources criticize the 
Premier for thus gratultously 
spotlighting what had heretofore 
been a dormant, though always pre- 
sent, divergence between 
Washington and the Likud govern- 
ment. 

The U.S., at any rate, has made it 
clear that it will not accept the 
Israeli argument (see Carter's state-

Lebanese who accompanied the 
wounded to the clinic told The 
Jerusalem Post that the people of 
Maroun el-Ras, who are Shi'ite 
Moslems. had been cooperating with 


Lebanese forces in the area under 
the command of Major Sami Shidiak 
for some time. 


Yesterday morning large forces of 
terrorists pasted the village with 
heavy ghellfire, the Lebanese said. 
Lebanese forces went to the defence 
of the village, moving towards it in a 
number of tanks and armoured per- 
sonnel! carriers. Very heavy ex- 
changes of fire ensued, which could 
be heard clearly from the Israeli 
side of the border. Clouds of dust and 
Smoke could be seen rising from the 
combat area. 


The Lebanese force succeeded in 
entering the village, the 
eyewitnesses said, but they en- 


countered a fierce assault from the 
terrorists, who succeeded in gaining 
control of the village. 

One of the wounded men at the 
elinic said that Syrien-backed 
Sa'eka men took part in the opera- 
tion. They were easily identifiable 
from their uniforms and combat 
markings, he said. 

Asked if the IDF had come te the 
aid of the Lebanese forces, the 
wounded soldier replied bitterly: 
“No one came to help us. Not ἃ shot 
was fired in our support. They simp- 
ly left us to die there, even though 
you could see exactly what was 
happening in the village trom the 
border." 

Exchanges of fire between 


terrorist-held and Christian villages 
in the salient continued through the 
afterncon into the evening. 


The IDF spokesman issued a state- 
ment on yesterday's events in the 
Dovev area. “No Israeli soldier was 


involved in the clash which took- 


place in Maroun el-Ras, on the cen- 
tral front in Southern Lebanon. The 
air force was not used, nor were IDF 
infantry, armour or artillery, or any 
other branch."’ He added that infor- 
mation had been received that in the 
past few days some of the Sa‘eka un- 
its that had entered South Lebanon 
had established themselves in Bint 
Ibeil, adjacent to the scene of yester- 
day's clash in Maroun el-Ras.

it is understood that the Israel 
Government is currently con- 
sidering this dilemma. Obviously, 
Israel's first choice would be to 
receive its aircraft while seeing that 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia do not 
receive warplanes. But the ad- 
ministration is making it clear that 
Israel will not have this choice. 

With Jackson now taking the posi- 
tion that the entire package should 
be delayed possibly for six months, 
political observers here are begin- 
ning to conclude that none of the 
countries might receive the 
warplanes at this time.

TEL AVIV. — If Israel does not at- 
tract 25,000 Immigrants a year over 
the next 22 years, Jews will be reduc- 
ed to 47 per cent of a population of 
8.75m. : 

This demographic projection was 
made yesterday by Dr. Moshe Hart- 
man at a study day held by the Tel 
Aviv University Centre of Strategic 
Studies. He based himself on the pop- 
ulation of Israel and the ad- 
ministered territories. 

According te Centre director 
Aharon Yariv, the demographic 
projection study had been com- 
missioned by Centre founder, Aluf 
Yisrael Tal and finaneed by the. 
Recanati family. 

At present, Jews comprise 64 per 
cent of Israel's 3.5 m. péople. Given 
birth-rate trends, the Jewish popula- 
tion would increase by ὅδ per cent 
and the Arab population by 154 per 
cent. 

Should Israel attract at least 25,000 
immigrants yearly, then the Jews 
would retain 52 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. If it wanted to maintain its 
present ratio it would need an extra 
120,000 Jewish newcomers annually.

Overseeing the final stages of the 
conversion is the Rev. Richard 
Mathes, a German priest dispatched 
to Jerusalem last year at the order of 
the Pope for this purpose. He has had 
experience in dealing with pilgrims 
in Rome, where he was in charge of 
the German section of the pilgrim of- 
fice at the Vatican during Holy Year. 

Notre Dame will continue to be a 
true pilgrim's hospice despite its 
modernization, and will not accept 
ordinary tourists. “A tourist is one 
who comes to see the sights," says 
Rev. Mathes. "Δ ig 8, visitor

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Entire Beduin tribe from Sinai 
illegally resettled in Negev

BEERSHEBA. — Nearly the entire 
Beduin tribe of A}-Haiwat from Sinai 


has illegally moved into an area of* 


the southern Negev between Eilat 
and Naha! Paran during the last two 
years. Recently these Beduin have 
renovated an old Israeli army road, 
which leads from the Jordanian 
border to the Kuntilla region in Sinat 
ro Ἀπ uncontrolled access to El- 


The road was first cut by the IDF 
in the early 1960s at a point 75 kins. 
north of Eilat on the road to Mitzpe 
Ramon to give accezs to the Kuntilla 
area and the Sde Avraham airfield. 
The road hes not been used since 
1967 and has been partly destroyed 
by flooding. The Beduin of late have 
renovated the road and are using it 
to transport UNRWA rations, which 
representatives of the families are 


eollecting in Sinai and bringing to 
the Negev. 

A source (5 the Interlor Ministry 
said here this week that there are 
probably about 30 Beduin families in 
the area, who have brought with 
them about 3,000 goats, 1,000 sheep 
and 400 camels. He said that they 
have been burying their dead in the 
region and also digging wells for 
water. 

The source said that the Beduin 
are breaking a number of or- 
dinances, including an order from 
the Sinai military government 
against Sinai residents moving per- 
manently to Israel, and ageinst 
bringing livestock across the border. 
They are also breaking grazing laws 
and nature protection laws. 

The source added that the Beduin 
families have been uprooting scarce 
Negev trees and using them to make 
charcoal, He said they are 8150 using 
water from wells in nature reserves. 


Tashkent Jew gets aliya permit, 
then sentenced to eight years

TEL AVIV. — A Soviet Jew, arrested 
while making final preparations to 
go to Israel, was sentenced earlier in 
the week to eight years' hard labour. 


The Jerusalem Post learned from 
reliable sources that Ya'acov Kan- 
dinov, a dentist from Tashkent, was 
convicted on trumped-up charges of 
bribery and is to serve out his 
sentence in a “harsh regime" camp. 
All his property was confiscated, 

His wife Polina, twin children 
Irena and Roman, and baby son Ar- 
tur, have decided to postpone their 
own allya and to stay behind with 


The Kandinovs were told they may 
Jeave for Israel last October, after 
waiting four years for the permit. 
The family began packing and dis- 
posing of its possessions and was 
scheduled to leave the USSR on 
November 19. 


Several days before the departure 
date, Kandinov took two antique 
vases he owned to the Jocal Culture 
Ministry office to obtain permission 
to take them out of the country. He 
was still waiting for the ministry's 
reply on November 11 when he was 
suddenly picked up by police and 
arrested on bribery charges. A day 
later the KGB broke into the Kan- 
dinov home, and conducted a search 
without warrant, destroying fur- 
niture and other belongings in the 
process. 

The Dutch embassy in Moscow, 
which has been taking care of Iarazeli 
interests in the USSR since the 
severing of diplomatic relations in 
1967, had advised Mrs. Kandinov to 
Jeave for Israe! with her children 
despite Dr. Kandinov's {mprison- 
ment. By deciding not to do so, she 
and the children forfeited thelr 
emigration permits. 'The family has 
remained entirely destitute follow: 
ing the confiscation of its belongings. 


Sabotage ruled out in T.A. explosion

Investigations were discon- 
tinued yesterday after police con- 
cluded beyond a shadow of a doubt 
that the explosion had not resulted 


from a premeditated act. 

‘The most plausible theory, accor- 
ding to the district police 
spokesman, is that gas had been 
leaking during most of the night 
from the dead couple's cooking stove 
and that the explosion occurred 
when a match was struck early in 
the morning.

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Ethiopia admits Cubans fighting 


NAIROBI. — Ethiopia yesterday for the first time ad- 
mitted Cuban troops were ‘on the front lines” in the 
Ogaden war, and said it would shortly unieash a major 


Offensive against Somali forces. 


Radio Mogadishu meanwhlie reported Somali in- 
surgents kilied two Cuban officers and more than 190 
Ethiopian soldiers in the latest fighting in the Ogeden. 

In a major speech to the nation carried by Ethiopia 
Radio, Lt. Col. Mengistu Haile Mariam. the country’s 
leader, seid: “Cubans who are renowned for shedding 
their blood anywhere and at ali times in genuine struggle 
and for the seke of principles, ere standing alongside the 
Ethiopian people's defence forces on the front line.” 

It was a virtual admission that the estimated 11,000 
Cubans in the country were taking an active combat role 
in the fighting, e charge Ethicpia until now has denied. 

Government officials in Addis Ababa previously had 
only admitted there were small numbers of Cuban ad- 
visers in the country, and stressed they were nowhere 
near the front line and were not taking any active combat 


role. 


Diplomatic sources in Addis Ababa said they expected 
the offensive by more thar. 100.000 Ethiopian trroops and 
militia to begin in the next two or three weeks. 

The Ethioplans have been re-equipped with nearly $1b. 
worth of Soviet military equipment, including 150 new 
tanks and some 40 warplanes, which have given them

In Mogedishu, Somali guerrilla leaders said they had 
wiped out Ethiopian paratroopers who dropped in two 
places behind Somali lines in an attempt to disrupt com- 
munications and supplies.

The names of the scientists and 
others involved, and the location of 
the experiment, have not been dis- 
closed said the *‘Post-Intelligencer."" 

Lippincott publicity director 
Diana Hutcheson refused to discuss 
the contents of the book, but said the 
company stands behind its claim 
that the book is the “scientific in- 
vestigative report of the century.” 


The newspaper said a pair of 
science writers in Washington, D.C. 
have called on Carter, the joint 
leadership of Congress, and the 
Secretary-General of the UN to 
begin an investigation of the book 
and its claims. 

University of Washington

Britons vote in crucial Ilford election 


LONDON (UPI). — Britons voted 
yesterday in a crucial parliamen- 
tary election, dominated by the 
issues of coloured immigration, in- 
flation and unemployment and 
watched closely for pointers to a 
likely date for Prime Minister 
James Callaghan to order the whole 
country to the polls. 

They voted in a parliamentary by- 
election at Dford-North, a commuter 
belt district on the eastern fringe of 
London with a partly middle, partly 
working class population. 

Results are expected some time to- 
day, but an eleventh hour opinion 
poll tipped the Conservatives to win 
by a landslide 57 per cent against 35 


per cent for Labour and seven per 
cent for the Liberals. 


Such an upset in a national general 
election would put Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservatives back in 
the driving seat in parllament with a 
huge majority of more than 150 
seats. 


The National Front, an extreme 
vight wing fringe party, stoked the 
fire by running a candidate at Iford- 
North and announcing it would stage 
@ march last Saturday through an 
area of the borough with one of 
Britain's largest Jewish concen- 
trations. The Front is against both 
coloured immigrants and Jews. 


Angola recruiting 
white mercenaries 


LISBON (UPI). White 
mercenaries responding to a recruit- 
ment drive in Europe have returned 
to Angola in force to join pro- 
Western guerrillas f{ghting the 
Soviet- and Cuban-backed regime.

New Chinese constitution 
stresses law and order

HONGKONG. — Peking is seeking to 
put a permanent end to years of 
lawlessness and bureaucratic 
arrogance through ἃ new national 
constitution that restores criminal! 
prosecutors and encourages citizen 
complaints. 

Yeh Chien-ying, the 80-year-old 
Communist Party vice-chairman 
and number two leader in the coun- 
try, unveiled parts of the revised 
constitution on Wednesday, in a 
speech to the fifth National Peoples’ 
Congress. China's parliament. 


The New China News Agency 
released only a summary of the 
speech and no text of the new docu- 
ment. But the summary made clear 
ἃ return to the stricter and more 
carefully supervised criminal 
procedures of the 1950s and the 
desire of top party leaders to per- 
suade the Chinese people to expose 
corrupt and inefficient officials. 

In perhaps the most important 
organizational revision, the new con- 
stitution restores the network of 
prosecutor offices, called 
procuratorates, “in view of the ex- 
treme importance of fighting 
- violations of the law and discipline," 
Yeh said. The procuratorates were 
abolished in -the 1975 constitution 


after they had tried to punish ‘Red ° . 


Guards and others invotved in“the 
factional fighting during the tate’ 
1960s' Cultural Revolution. 

Yeh indicated that the new con- 


stitution would include, for the first 
time, the late Mao Tze-tumg’s call to “let 
ἃ hundred flowers bloom, let a hun- 
dred schools of thought contend,” 
the slogan of a brief period of in- 
tellectual freedom cut short In 1957 
when Marxist doctrine came under 
attack. 

The post-Mao leaders, including 
Yeh, party chairman Hua Kuo-feng 
and vice-chairman Teng Hslao-ping, 
have revived the phrase in hopes of 
stimulating scfentific thinking and 
technological progress that would 
help save a faltering national 
economy. 

They also appear to be convinced 
that more outspoken criticism of of- 
ficial actions, such as that found in 
the now prominent letters column of 
the ‘People's Dally,’ can help them 
govern. Their frustration at the inef- 
ficiencies and arrogance displayed 
by local leaders after 30 years of par- 
ty rule in China seemed to pervade 
Yeh's speech. 

“All well-meant criticism from the 
grass roots and magses should be 
warmly encouraged. The people's 
right to expose the evildoers and evil 
deeds in state organs should be fully 
guaranteed,"’ the news 
mary of Yeh's speech said.

ty. All this suggests that, if Sadat is 
to make the kind of accommodations 
that are necessary for a peace agree- 
ment, he is much more likely to con- 
cede them to the U.S. than to Begin. 


BEGIN'S MOTIVES ‘in making it 
possible for Sadat to come to 
Jerusalem have been studied much 
Jess than Sadat's in proposing to go 
there. Perhaps the world took it for 

that Begin could only gain 
from the visit, though Sadat himself 
thought differently, as we have seen. 
In any case, more attention should 
have been given to Begin's motives, 
if only because of their relevance for 
his subsequent behaviour. 

Ifone reason for Sadat's journey to 
Jerusalem was to make it difficult 
for Begin to go to war, one reason for 
Begin's welcoming Sadat was 
precisely to demonstrate to his own 
people, to the world, and especially 
the U.S., that he did not seek or want

SIMULTANEOUSLY, however, 
Soviet military and strategic thought 
underwent a dramatic change.

Moscow was rife with war talk and 
war fever. 

While the famed novelist Konstan- 
tin Simonov was regaling the 
readers of ‘‘Pravda,"’ with stirring, 
gung-ho essays obviously intended 
to prepare them psychologically for 


‘a war with China, that renowned 


pacifist poet Yevgeni Yevtushenko 
was filling the party daily's columns 
with verses that compared Mao Tse- 
tung to Genghis Khan. 

Soviet officials were hinting that 4. 


. preemptive strike at China's test site 


near Lop Nor and rudimentary 
atomic capability was Imminent. 
Then suddenly, in September 
1969, returning from the funeral of 
Ho Chi Minh in Hanoi, Koszygin 
stopped off in Peking for talks with 
Chou En-lai. That meeting augured 
the first thaw in a decade of frozen 
Sino-Soviet relationg and paved the 
way for the Chinese-Russien river 
‘and border talks that began the 
following month... 
With those talks the immediate 


natural concomitant of Iarael's right 
to existence and sécurity; but he was 
afraid he might not be given the time 
and the opportunity. If the U.3. were 
to put pressure on him over an issue 
on which he was considered in Israel 
itself to be unduly tough, he might be 
driven back to the political 


wilderness he had inhabited for 20 | 


years. 

Consequently, one of Begin's prin- 
cipal concerns during his first 
months in office was to do his utmost 
to avoid American pressure. 

But If pressure were unavoidable, 
then he wanted It to be exerted over 
issues on which there was genera), 
or at least wide agreement in Israel, 
such as opposition to the PLO and an 
independent Palestinian state, 
rather than over issues specifically 
associated with his own and his par- 
ty's positions, such as the claim to 
Judea and Samaria. 

‘This is why, during his first visit to 
Washington, Begin absolved the U.S. 
government, of the obligation it had 
assumed, 83 part of the second Sina 
agreement, to coordinate policies 
with Israel before going to Geneva, 
and agreed to go to Geneva uncon- 
ditionally. It is also why he accom- 
modated the U.S. on the questions of 
asingle Arab delegation at Geneva, 
to be broken up into working groups, 
and of Palestinian representation. In 
Israel itself, he succeeded in ob- 

almost unanimous Knesset 
resolutions opposing the PLO and an 
independent Palestinian state. 

Although Begin managed to post- 
pone a confrontation with the U.S. 
and 2 crisis at home for more than 
five months, he was still being 
prodded by Washington to make 
further accommodations on the 
question of Palestinian representa- 
tion. He could see the moment ap- 
proaching when, at the reconvened 
Geneva peace conference, he might 
have to confront the U.S. on some of 
the critical issues. 

Tt was in that context that Sadat 
made his tentative offer to go to 
Jerusalem. To Begin, this was δὶ 
heaven-sent opportunity to reverse 
the image of himself at home and 
abroad as the dangerous hawk who 
Might drag the country to war, and 
project himself instead as the one 
strong leader who might be able to 
lead it to peace. This transformation 
should give him the time and the op- 
Portunity he yearned for to put 
across his convictions and his 
policies. 

Begin, like Sadat, was moved by 
the torrents of feeling released by 
the Jerusalem encounter to set his 
sights on a more ambitious goal than 
the one that had prompted him to 
respond to Sadat’s offer to come. 

Ignorant of Sadat's motives, he 
viewed the: visit entirely as a 
desperate reaching out for peace by 
the leader of the most powerful Arab 
country. And, echoing and re- 
echoing Sadat's proclamations about 
the advancement of a comprehen- 
sive peace, he believed that such a 
Peace could be achieved by meeting 
81) Egypt's demands and thus 
enlisting its support for whatever he, 
Βεῖα, could offer to other Arab par- 

es. 

The other parties would then 
either accept those terms or risk see- 
ing Egypt conclude a separate peace 
with Tsrael — which was quite all 
right with Begin.

WHAT ACTUALLY dissuaded 
Moscow? 

That remains open to speculation. 
There are a number of plausible 
theories. 

According to one, cooler heads in 
the Kremlin prevailed, arguing that 
it was already too late and that a 
limited Chinese retaliatory capabill- 
ty in the form of nuclear attacks 


‘against key Soviet cities near the 


border such as Alma Ata, Tashkent, 
Novosibirsk, Irkutsk, Khabarovsk 
and Viadivostok was possible and too 
high a price to pay. . 

By another theory, those marshals 
and generals who hed firat opted for 
a strike decided that they needed 
more time to prepare because a 
quick, simple, surgical action would 
not completely eliminate the 
putative Chinese threat. 

According to some Soviet sources 
at the time, it was China’s apparent 
retreat in the face of Soviet sabre- 
rattling — heralded by the Chou- 
Koaygin meeting —- which turned the 
tide. 

And one usually well-informed 
Soviet source, the mysterious and 
peripatetic Victor Louis, was telling 
diplomats and newsmen In Moscow 
that Kremlin policy was now simply 
to “hope and wait for a change in 
Peking’s leadership." 

While the military buildup did con- 
tinue throughout the early 1970s, it 
algo seems that the Kremlin was not 
merely waiting for a leadership 
ehange in Pekiag but trying 
energetically to precipitate it. At 
least if the Chinese description of the 
abortive Lin Piao plot against Mao 
Tse-tung can be believed. 

But that ig a postscript, both to the 
events of 1969 as this correspondext 
recalls them unfolding, and of 
Haldeman’s apparently erroneous 
description of them.

MONK FOR A DAY 


CHRISTIAN COMMENT/Oikoumenikos 


THE STREETS of the Old City of 
Jerusalem are still and denerted 
when the Greek Orthodox bishops 
and monks are called to prayer by 
the bell at 4:55 a.m. A light rein has 
fallen during the night, so there are 
puddles to dodge on the way to the 
historic Chapel of St. Constantine 
and St. Helena which adjoins the 
rotunda of the Church of the Holy 
86) COE ΕΝ 

ma’ or morning prayers, 
reveal how deeply the Church be 
rooted in Scripture. This σαὶ 
service includes 15 minutes of 
reading and singing from the 
Psalms, and a non-Greek would pick 
out the “hallelujah” from the stream 
of Greek words being read from the 
Septuagint. 

The Psalms are divided into seven 
sections and are read or sung ἐπὶ their 
entirety each week. During Lent, the 
40 days preceding Easter (which is 
April 80 for the Orthodox churches 
this year), the complete book of 
Psalms is read twice each week. 
There is alec a daily reading from 
the Epistles, and the climax is the 
reading from the Gospel. 

The Greek Orthodox monk is sur- 
rounded, in this historic church, by 
reminders of the long tradition of 
which he is a continuing part. The 
icon paintings that cover the walls 
are not just art treasures: the wood 
was prepared with the same care as 
an altar, aince it Is ἃ sign of “the 
Presence’; prayer and fasting 
preceded the engraving. 

For the Christian, the icon sym- 
bolizes the penetration of the Spirit 
into Hite. It is a reminder of a 
spiritual reality toward whom 
prayer is directed. 

Today, the icon reminds the 
worshippers of St. Parthentos, but 
mention is also made of 1,000 mar- 
tyrs who gave their lives on this day; 
six of them were beheaded. 


WHEN, AT 7 AM, the 
celebration of the Eucharist, 
everyone adjourns to share a cup of 
coffee, they visit in a room whose 
walls are adorned with paintings or 
photographs of hundreds of 
members of the community who 
have died during the last two cen- 
turies. 

Thus jmmersed in Scripture, 
praise, prayer, sacrament — 
and reminders of tradition — the 
community take breakfast in their 
own rooms, and then a busy day's 
work begins.

The Greek Orthodox Patriarchate 
office, in which he serves under 
Metropolitain Vasileos, supervises 
and gives guidance to parishes, 
schools, and monasteries throughout 
Israel, the West Bank, and Jordan. 
The telephone rings. and he may 
reply in Greek, Engifah, or Arabic, 
@epending on the caller. There are 
visitors to assist, pilgrims to advise, 
fellow priests to counsel and letters 
to write. 
The monks in this Old City 
- monastery fulfil a wide variety of 
roles. Some teach school. Others 
have responsibility in the finance 
department, or are concerned with 
matters related to the extensive 
property owned by the Patriarchate. 
Still others work in the archives, or 


in the accounts or records 


departments. 


SOME MONKS serve or study in the 
Patriarchate library, which has one 
of the finest manuscript collections 
in the world. Moat of the 
manuscripts originated in the Mar 
Saba monastery in the Judean desert 
east of Bethlehem, but were brought 
to Jerusalem for security reasons. 

Illuminated manuseripts, 
painstakingty copied and illustrated 
centuries before there was a printing 
press, are highly treasured. Of the 
manuscripts, 1,800 are in Greek; 
there are also some in Syriac, Eithio- 
pian, and Coptic. One Hebrew scroll 
dates from the 15th or 16th century. 
A copy of the Didache, an early com- 
pilation of Christian doctrine that 
may have originated during the first 
century CE, dates to the 9th century. 

Father Theophanes’ office window 
looks out on the dome of the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre. Greek 
Orthodox tradition states that the 
Brotherhood of the Holy Tomb was 
established here during the time of 
Constantine, and has been here con- 
tinuously from 325, with the excep- 
tion of the period of the Crusaders 
(3093-1487). 

The Patriarchate was established 
by the Ecumenical Council at 
Chalcedon in 451. The compound now 
houses close to 70 priests. Its 
spiritual leader today is Petriarch 
Benedictos I, whose residence is on 
the Mount of Olives.

He expects the sale of beer, of all 
types, to go up constantly since 
“more and more women sre drink- 
ing it. It 15 now becoming socially 
accepted, as it is already in Europe. 
Moreover, {t is a healthy drink. It 
has less calories than most soft 
drinks, and it also contains proteins, 
vitamins, and so on." 

(National Brewery also makes a 
malt beer — which is not a real beer, 
since its alcoholic content is negligi- 
ble — which is recommended by 
many physicians for nursing 
mothers.) 

Now for the bad news. 

The Canadian Brewery which 
Goldman represents here has 
similar investments in many coun: 
tries — including Brazil, Zambia, 
Mexico, Iran, the U.S. and U.K. The 
Israeli investment is the least 
profitable, mainly because of the 
constant devaluation of the Israeli 
pound, 

“When we bought into National 
Brewery, the dollar was worth 
11.3.20. Today, the dollar is 1116.40. 
This means we have had about a 250 
per cent devaluation in our in- 
vestment."" 

In Israel, foreign investors ‘‘have 


no protection, no linkage, no in- 
surance" against devaluation. The 
Ronel Law was meant to offset this. 
But the “law is so complicated that it 
keeps foreign investors away." 

He states emphatically: “Under. 
the present situation, anybody who 
invests in Israel is crazy.”

“Definitely, but then I have a good 
reason — I'm in love with Israel."” 
(He visits Israel several times a 
year.) 

Bis love for Israel bas found a 
philanthropic outlet.

The 
computer will also update and 
record all Postal Bank transactions. 
daily.

This Sinai moshav had been approved by the 
previous administration, and again by the present one. 

Mr. Sharon, of the bulldozers and the fake water-towers, 
seemed to have, for once, good reason.to protest, as he did. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Begin sided with Mr. Weizman, and an- 
nounced the Defence Minister's action to have been valid, and in 
conformity with government policy. 

Mr. Weizman was no doubt in the right. He would not allow 
Mr. Sharon a free hand with his hobby of creating, on his own, 
Tacts-on-the-ground; and Kadesh Barnea existed, till this week, 
mostly on paper. Such new settlements are effectively. barred 
by the cabinet’s Sunday decision. 

But this {s becoming manifest only now. A deep sense of at- 
tachment to his old constituency apparently forced Mr. Begin to 
wrap this plain fact in an envelope of calculated ambiguity. He 
should now realize that he was not only playing into the hands of 
the Opposition, by displaying a cabinet at odds with itself, but 
also giving more ammunition to Israel's critics everywhere. 


Judges break the law 


ISRAEL'S JUDGES are abysmally underpaid. They are fully 
entitled to insist that this patent wrong be righted, and without 
delay. 

The judges are also right to reject any proposal for ‘“‘under- 
the-table" remuneration. This might meet the main objection 
to a wage rise for them at this time: namely, that it would in- 


fluence the wage demands of other state employees. But a. 


hollow pretence of this sort can only be demeaning to the judges. 

Yet the judges are utterly wrong if they think that their three- 
day collective ‘leave taking’’ scheduled for next week will be 
accepted by the public as anything but what it is: a judges’ 
strike, without the mandatory 14-day advance notice. Such 
hollow pretence, too, is an insult to the dignity of the bench. 

It is not too late yet for the judges to reconsider their plan. 
Their grievances, to repeat, are real, and painful. But it is 
shocking to suggest that they can be redressed by a defiance of 
the spirit — if not the letter — of the law.
